5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary 
reason for allowance of claims 1-10 and 12-20 is based on: 

6. In claim 1 , the cup and legs being of a shape permitting stacking of a device on a 
further device, such that the cup of the device is disposed in the corresponding cup of 
the further device and the legs of the device are disposed on the corresponding legs of 
the further device. 

7. In claim 12, the vessel and legs being of such a shape that a device can be 
stacked on a further device, with the cup of the device received in the corresponding 
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Art Unit: 2855 

cup of the further device and the channels of the legs of the device received in the 
corresponding channels of the legs of the further device. 

8. In claim 1 7, three legs each formed integrally with one of the flanges and 
extending downwardly from the corresponding terminal edge so as to define a V-shaped 
channel, the legs terminating in a pointed end portion for enabling the legs to be stuck 
into a supporting ground surface.
